e H tanry hunt has gone to the 


happy hunting ground of the 
Osages, where the spirits dwell 


¥ in tepees and there are no doors 


to vex, and peace prevails, but here 
on the tribe’s reservation there is 
warfare and much trouble, with 
16 Osages claiming blood kinship 
and contending in the white man’s 
courts for the $60,000 estate that 
he left, and the State of Oklahoma 
trying to have it escheated. 


If Ho-To-Moie could know about 
it he wouldn’t be concerned, be- 
cause the wealth of the Osages 
meant nothing to him while he 
mived and the disposal of his share 
of it, now that he has gone to the 
spirit land, would be a matter of 
equal indifference. It might even 
be a source of satisfaction to him 
that those who call themselves his 
heirs should be wrangling over 
what he left, for their claimed kin- 
ship meant nothing to him while 
he lived. 


Ho-To-Moie lived and died a her- 
mit, an outcast among his people, 
accepting his status and giving 
back disdain for the banishment 
that was his lot, preferring the com- 
panionship of his dogs to the hu- 
man associations that were denied 
him. Despised, he kept his pride. 
The name that was given him, John 
Stink, was the badge of his ban- 
ishment, but it did not matter. To 
himself he still was Ho-To-Moie 
and that meant Rolling Thunder. 
They couldn’t take that from him. 


When Ho-To-Moie was young he 
was as other young Osages, living 
the free way that they lived, proud 
to be a member of the tribe whose 
tall warriors roached their hair as 
® challenge to enemies who might 
covet their scalplocks. ‘The ostra- 
cism which drove him from among 
his kind began when he died, or so 
it seemed, and was buried, and rose 
again from the dead, tossing aside

John Stink gathered about him 
the stray dogs that he esteemed 
above his kind and became a wan- 
derer among the hills, despising the 
shelter of a tepee, foraging for food 
for himself and his dogs, sleeping 
under the stars wrapped in his 
blanket and having no communica- 
tion with the races of men, red or 
white. If a tribesman, more ami- 
able than most, greeted him with 
“hi-un-tut-se,” the Osage equivalent 
of “hello,” he gave no grunt in 
reply. ' 

Nomad and outcast that he was, 
there was no one to dispute that he

was a fullblood Osage, entitled by 
his headright as such to his allot- 
ment of land under the Govern- 
ment’s guardianship of the tribe, 
and when, in the early part of the 
century, oil was discovered on the 
reservaiton, he came into possession 
of his full share in the production 
that made the Osages the wealthi- 
est of all Indians. 
ee ae 

HERE was a question about his 
Tcompetence and a white guardian 

was appointed for him, as was 
customary in such cases. So John 
Stink became an important person, 
as importance grows out of such 
circumstances, with an income for 
a few years of something like $1000 
a month. But he was still John 
Stink, still an outcast and still con- 
tent so to be or at least finding a 
sort of contentment in the grudge 
that he continued to cherish against 
all humankind. 

The guardian’s chief difficulty 
was to induce John to accept the 
benefits which his wealth con- 
ferred. For the food provided for 
him and his dogs he was not un- 
grateful and after a time he came 
to repose in his guardian a sort 
of trust which was manifested in 
his willingness to sleep nights 
curled up in his blankets at the 
store door t: the guardian, here 
in Pawhuska. It seemed to have 
dawned on his dull mind that, as 
an Indian with a substantial in- 
come, he was a person of some con- 
sequence, entitled to sleep in town. 
When morning came, though, he 
and his dogs were off to the hills. 

It went on that way for a long 
tne, with John and Lis dogs sleep-

one of the sights of the town, disre- 
garded by the townspeople but ex- 
citing the curiosity of strangers, 
who thought they were being 
strung when they were told that the 
Indian sleeping there had an in- 
come of $1000 a month. 


The town’s dog problem, how- 
ever, with John’s string of eight 
or 10 aggravating it, engaged the 
attention of the authorities after a 
while and an ordinance was passed 
banning them unless they were 
leashed. If John heard about it he 
ignored it. He was quite incapable 
of insulting his dogs by leashing 
them. Marshal Bill Crow shot one 
of John’s dogs, as the ordinance 
authorized him to do, but not with 
immediately fatal effect. John 
picked up the wounded animal and 
carried it out of town, with his 
other dogs at his heels. Out in 
the blackjack forest he nursed it 
until it died, nourishing meanwhile 
a hatred of civilization as exempli- 
fied by the town of Pawhuska, vow- 
ing that he would never set foot 
again within its boundaries.

E kept the vow and his guard- 
His. in providing for him, was put 

to the necessity of sending food, 
mostly hunks of meat, for John 
and the remaining dogs out to the 
brush, where John cooked it over 
his campfire. 

When John was nearly 80 years 
old and infirmities befell him, a new 
guardian, feeling his rgponsibility, 
erected on the Indidn’s land a 
rather pretentious log house and 
invited him to occupy it, but he 
demurred. For one thing the house 
had a door and a door was some-

thing that John couldn’t abide. 

A door, as John looked at it, was 
the sign and symbol of the white 
man’s restraint upon the Indian’s 
freedom. He had never lived be- 
hind one and he never’ would. 
When, through the years, he found 
himself infrequently in a house, 
he watched the door and if some- 
body closed it he bolted. It was 
not enough that he was told that 
he could leave open the door of 
his house. He wasn’t taking any 
chances. He insisted upon having 
a tepee and one was put up in the 
side yard, leaving the house for the 
dogs if they chose to abase them- 
selves by lodging there. 


It was not until John’s failing 
health necessitated the appointment 
of caretakers, an Indian and his 
wife, that he suffered himself to 
be taken into the house, though he 
slept on the porch floor and kept 
the door ajar to appease his prin- 
ciples and accommodate the dogs. 

He died there in his fine house 
on its hill, grieving to the last that 
he could not die, as an Indian 
should, in the open air or at worst 
in his own tepee. 

John Stink, dead, was Ho-to-Moie 
again, and was buried with the 
honors due the grandson of Big 
Elk, once chief of a clan of the 
Osage tribe. Dead, he had all the 
importance to others that, living, 
he had lacked. He had left an es- 
tate, not as large as it should have 
been, because investments made for 


. him by his guardian had not turned 


out well, but large enough for 
claimants to fight over. 

The claimants quickly came for- 
ward, 15 of them at first, with an

important sixteenth later, each as- 
serting the right to inherit the 
$60,000 estate, consisting of sev- 
eral hundred acres of land, prop- 
erties in Pawhuska, a headright 
in the Osage Indian Reservation, 
trust funds, surplus funds and Se- 
curities, or at least to share in it, 
by virtue of blood relationship. 
Foremost among the claimants 
was John Wagoshe, grandson of 
Bro-Hi-Ke-Kah, son of Che-Sho- 
Hun-Kah and Me-Tsa-He. This 
mother of his, Me-Tsa-He, accord- 
ing to the largely-oral genealogy 
that he presented, had a_ sister 
whose name was Hun-Ka-Me, and 
Hun-Ka-Me was the mother of 
Ho-To-Moie. This, if it was true 
and could be supported by proof, 
would make Wagoshe first cousin 
to Ho-To-Moie in any man’s court. 
ate itt 


FTER Wagoshe came 14 others, 

most of them claiming to be sec- 

ond cousins; Clark Panther, Nel- 
lie Panther McKee, Charles Panther, 
Harold Panther, Louise Kenworthy, 
Edmund Kenworthy, Robert Mor- 
rell, Nellie Roubedoux, Mary Rus- 
sell, Emma Strikeax Burnett, Dora 
Strikeax McWhirt, Joe Shun-Ka- 
Mo-Lah, Maggie Burkhart and 
Mary Beartrack. And the State of 
Oklahoma, mindful of the difficulty 
that the courts would have in de- 
termining Indian relationships, put 
in a claim for the entire estate un- 
der the escheat law. 

That was the way it stood on the 
day set for a hearing in the County 
Court to determine the heirship. 
Judge L. F. Roberts, in his office 
before court convened, was visited 
by a womar who said she was Sal- 
lie Allen, daughter of Ho-To-Moie, 
born of the common law marriage 
of the Indian and the white woman 
who was her mother. 

Here was something that had 
not been suspected—romance in the 
life of Ho-To-Moie. Concerning 
this the other claimants, if they 
knew anything about it, had been 
discreetly silent. The first that 


the attorneys for the claimants and 
the State knew about it was when, 
as the hearing started, Judge Rob- 


erts announced that the woman ! 


had spoken to him, desiring to be 
represented at the hearing. In open 
court the Judge advised Sallie to 
engage a lawyer and gave permis- 
sion for her petition to be filed. 
This was done and Sallie, eyed 
askance by the other claimants, 
took her place among them. 

When it came her time to testify 
she told that her mother, who lived 
near Jenks when she was a girl 
and Ho-To-Moie was a young man, 
had her own mother’s permission 
to live in informal wedlock with 
the Indian, which was not an un- 
usual situation at that time because 
“all the Indians were living that 
Way, or most of them.” 

x * * 

ER mother, she testified, told 
H her that she was born in 1878 

near Tulsa and that Ho-To-Moie 
was her father and she called. him 
Dad and he acknowledged her as 
his daughter. She remembered that 
once, when she was quite small, 
they went to Sassy Calf Camp to 
get some watermelons and “little 
bittie pie pumpkins” and a man 
said to Ho-To-Moie: “Who is that 
pretty little girl?” and Ho-To-Moie 
answered: “She is my daughter.” 

The woman told of other incidents 
which tended to support her claim 
that the Indian was her father. 
She said she and her mother lived 
with Ho-To-Moie on a hill near 
Pawhuska until she got married at 
the age of 12 and that in later years 
She sometimes visited him. 

Exhibits in the case are photo- 
graphs of Sallie which bear a strik- 
ing likeness to photographs of Ho- 
To-Moie taken not a great while 
before he died. Artfully, the woman 
was photographed in clothing and a 
head scarf such as Ho-To-Moie wore 
and with a cigar in her mouth, as he 
had had one in his mouth when his 
picture was taken, a pale-face habit 
which he had taken over and fol- 
lowed with great gusto. 

Sallie Allen’s story and her sup- 
porting proof and the photographic 
exhibits did not, however, convince 
Judge Roberts that she was Ho-To- 
Moie’s daughter. His decision was 
against her and all the other claim- 
ants except John Wagoshe, and 
against the plea of the State of Ok- 
lahoma. 

Even yet it is far from certain 
who will get Ho-To-Moie’s estate. 
The battle for it has only begun. 
The State and all the claimants 
joined in an appeal to the District 
Court and if the decision there sus- 
tains Judge Roberts the case will 
be taken to the Supreme Court. 
The learned Judges of the higher 
courts will have before them for 
their study, along with the typed 
record, the photographs of Ho-To- 
Moie and Sallie Allen which look 
so much alike. 

Ho-To-Moie’s tepee is gone. His 
log house stands vacant on its 
hillf pending the final determina- 
tion of its ownership. John Wa- 
goshe doesn’t need it, for he is a 
wealthy Indian and lives in an 11- 
room home of his own out on 
Clear Creek. Ho-To-Moie’s dogs 
moped for a few days after he 
died and then strayed away. It is 
not to be doubted that Ho-To-Moie, 
if he had had the right to make a 
will in the white man’s way and 
dispose of his estate as he wished, 
would have left everything to his 
dogs, for it was his one sorrow, 
when it came time for him to go 
away, that he could not take his 


_ dogs with him to the happy hunt- 


ing ground.

Almost Overnight, but Nevertheless She Demonstrated 
That She Ils Worthy Member of Theater's Royal Family

HEN Diana Barrymore be- 
. comes a celebrated actress— 
and there isn’t a doubt in any 
New York theatergoer’s mind that 
she will—hers will be nocareer built 
upon the reputations of other mem- 
bers of the Royal Family. The 
crown to which she is heir-ap- 
parent will come to rest on a head 
that has been used for something 
other than a hat. At 19, Miss 
Barrymore is nobody’s fool. 

Her advent this month into the 
New York theater is a good illustra- 
tion of what to expect in the future 
from this young Woman. She se- 
lected her vehicle with no eye to the 
possibility of its failure to run, 


“I would rather be a good player 
in a flop than be a flop in a good 
play,” Miss Barrymore said when 
discussing Miss Barrymore in her 
dressing room at the Playhouse 
while awaiting call for “Romantic 
Mr. Dickens.” And that’s just the 
way it turned out. “Romantic Mr. 
Dickens” opened Dec. 2 and closed 
Dec. 7 after critics had given if the 
cold shoulder, but had approved 
Miss Barrymore's performance. 


The fourth generation of ‘the 
talented fusion between Drews and 
Barrymores, for a century sancti- 
fied figures of the American thea- 
ter, made a modest but successful 
debut on Broadway. She planned 


it that way by selecting a part she 


knew she could play although 
chances were slim from the start 
of the biographical comedy becom- 
ing a hit. And now that she has 
appeared in a New York show, it 
is safe to bet a Christmas dinner 
against the contents of Mother 
Hubbard’s pantry that she is here 
to stay. 


It is not enough to say in the 
way of description that Miss Bar- 
rymore is of more than average 
height, has heavy, rich brown hair, 
nice complexion and a good figure. 
If she had none of those instead of 
all. her personality would be suf- 
ficient for attractiveness, and with 
a dimple in each cheek deep enough 
to keep goldfish in, the visitor is 
kept searching for a way to make 
her ‘smile. 


The dimples are a direct heri- 
tage from her father. She also 
has inherited one piece of advice 
from the Great Profile, perhaps 
compensating for his failure to pass 
on the profile. John Barrymore 
and his former wife, who writes 
under the pen name of Michael 
Strange, were separated and di- 
vorced before Diana reached her 
seventh birthday. Diana’s and the 
father’s first meeting in years took 
place last season in Chicago where 
he was clowning at a handsome 
profit in “My Dear Children,” and 
where she was playing in the road 
company of “Outward Bound.” 

She asked him then to point out 
the path to success on the stage 
and he replied:

= HOEVER originally coined

I think these 
boxes would be particularly ef- 
fective if filled with the colored 
straw used in Easter baskets with 
the gift nestling within. 


@ MANY PEOPLE’ in the past 
few years, have made their gift 
wrappings doubly attractive by the 
addition of some small gadget tied 
to the top of the package. A candy 
cane, a tinkling bell, a tiny dangling 
Santa, a miniature angel holding a 
little candle, are some of these that 
I have seen used effectively. Comb 
the dime stores and you will find 
any number of amusing little trin- 
kets to tie to your packages. 

For those, however, who like to 
work up a wrapping that is com- 
pletely individual, here are a few 
suggestions of my own. Go to one 
of the bookbinding firms and select 
one of the papers that they use on 
the inside covers of books. There 
are grand marbleized patterns and 
those elegant bubbly designs that 
are called “comb” papers. Go to 
your favorite wall paper shop and 
buy a roll of paper patterned with 
provincial figures or a nursery pa- 
per with an amusing design. Then 
get a plain colored wrapping paper, 
cut out a design and applique it 
for an individualized effect. For 
a super-gift, buy a yard of star- 
spattered chintz, or edge the top 
of your package with a binding of 
ball fringe. Get a lacy paper doily 
and stick a dime store bouquet 
through it to top off the most 
important package on your list or 
pin a fancy bow together with a 
huge and glittering pin from the 
same emporium. And if you want 
to be particularly la-de-da, put your 
wrapping papers in a drawer for a 
few days before using with your 
pet sachet and they’ll retain a last- 
ing fragrance.

the tuberculosis Christmas seals can 
get an idea of what good work 
comes from the annual sale of the 
seals. 

In July, 1939, my little girl, then 
age 9, was sent to the Day and 
Night Camp on South Broadway, 
operated by the Tuberculosis Soci- 
ety of St. Louis. She was a ner- 
vous, thin little girl, and in a gen- 
eral run-down condition. Upon her 
admittance to camp she weighed 
just 50 pounds and previous to her 
admittance that had been her 
weight for three years. 

After one year of the best and 
most excellent care at camp she 
was sent home, not the skinny, 
pale-looking little thing of the year 
before, but, a happy girl of 10, 
cheeks rosy, eyes bright once again, 
those skinny legs and arms filled 
out as I had never seen them be- 
fore. Oh, I can’t begin to tell you 
how happy and grateful I have 
been since. I only wish I had a pic- 
ture of her “before” and “after.” 
Today she tips the scales at 85 
pounds. 

Right now, I have two younger 
children in this camp who are re- 
ceiving the same splendid care, and 
they, too, are showing marked im- 
provement. So when I say “Thanks” 
to the Tuberculosis Society and 
the people who buy these stamps 
for so worthy a cause, I really 
mean it. They gave my children a 
new lease on life. 

Mrs. Carr, I hope you will find 
room for my whole letter in your 
column. It will be all I ask for 
Christmas, to have this letter print- 


ed. It is nothing compared to what 
the Tuberculosis Society has done 
for my children.

California, like France, chooses 
to have its wines known under the 
mame of the county or township 
where the grapes are grown. Some 
of the California wines also carry 
the name of the grapes which are 
used. For instance, they have a 
wine knowm as Sonoma Sylvaner. 
Sonoma is the county and Sylvaner 
is the species of grape which pro- 
duces this particular wine, which 
can be likened to a light Alsatian 
wine. 

It’s an ill wind that doesn’t blow 
someone some good and with Eur- 
ope in its frightful state, as it 
is today, with wine importations 
almost at a standstill, we must 
familiarize ourselves -.with our own 
fine tables wines. 

Aside from the fact that wines 
are a delightful beverage they also 
have a very definite place in cook- 
ery. You perhaps know this if you 
have followed some of the recipes 
in this- column which called for 
wine. Wine does enhance the fla- 
vor of fine food and complements 
everything from soup to dessert. I 
am reminded of a line written by 
that world renowned gourmet, Bril- 
lat Savarin, which reads: “Good 
food and good wine are not mat- 
ters of money but of manner.” 

If you were fortunate enough 
to bag a deer, then you will most 
certainly want the following recipe 
calling for a wine marinade.

EVERAL weeks ago we gave 
recipes on the preparation of 
the tender cuts of verison. To- 
day we will do a ragout from the 
less tender cuts, preparing a mar- 
inade from claret wine. 

Cut meat from shoulder or leg 
of venison into suitable’ sized 
pieces for serving. Put meat in a 
cfock and cover with equal parts of 
claret wine and water. Add a tea- 
spoon of salt, one-half teaspoon of 
whole black peppercorns, two bay 
leaves and about one dozen whole 
cloves. Let stand in a cool place 
for several days, turning the meat 
once or twice while marinating. Re- 
move from marinade, dry with tow- 
e and dust lightly with flour.

IRST St. Louis performance of 

Roy Harris’ Third Symphony 

is a feature of the all-orchestral 
program in which Vladimir Gol- 
schmann will conduct the St. Louis 
Symphony on Friday afternoon 
and Saturday evening, at the Opera 
House. 

Other items are the “Lieutenant 
Kije” suite of Serge Prokofieff, 
which scored immediate success at 
its introduction here two years ago; 
the overture to Smetana’s “The 
Bartered Bride,” Brahms’ Varia- 
tions on a Theme. by Haydn and 
the overture to Wagner’s “Tann- 
hauser.” 

Harris, born in 1898 in Oklahoma, 
was brought to the attention of the 
American music public about six 
years ago, when Serge Koussevitzky 
and the Boston Symphony present- 
ed his “Symphony: 1933.” Since 
then Harris’ music has taken a 
respected place in the symphonic 
library. He has composed, besides 
three symphonies, an Andantino 
and Chorale for String Orchestra, 
“Johnny Comes “Marching Home,” 
“Farewell to Pioneers,” a Prelude 
and Fugue for String Orchestra, 
the “Time Suite,” a violin concerto 
and piano concerto. 

His Third Symphony, which the 
Boston Symphony first performed 
in February, 1939, is a continuous 
work in one movement, of about 20 
minutes’ duration. The composer 
has outlined the structure of the 
score as: Section I—Tragic; sec- 
tion IIl—Lyric; section IlIJ—Pas- 
toral, and IV, Fugue. Like all of 
Harris’ music, the composition is 
marked by sweep, power and emo- 
tionalism. 

Prokofieff adapted his symphonic 
suite from incidental music which 
he had composed for a Soviet film, 
“Lieutenant Kije,” produced in 
1933. The suite, in five movements, 
was completed July 8, 1934, and 
heard for the first time in Moscow 
in the same year. The motion pic-
